It will bea 
great help to my career to wrestle 
under Lou Albano.~ And _ the 
$500,000 he paid proves how much 
he really wanted me.” 

Patterson was immediately told 
that he was mistaken. The price was 
$100,000. “No,” he snapped. “You 
are absolutely wrong. I would 
suggest you check your facts before 
you go print some ridiculous lie.” 

We did. And if what we found 
was distressing to Patterson, it was 
devastating to Duncum. 

“I was set up like a damn 
bowling pin,” Duncum said.

HE HURRICANE IS over. 

Now comes. the time to ex- 
amine the damage and see what 
can be salvaged. 

The hurricane was Terry Funk. 
In his wake, he left the scarred and 
broken bodies of many of Florida’s 
top wrestlers. Some will wait until 
their wounds heal. Some of them 
will never heal either physically 
or mentally. 

Before Funk arrived, Florida 


enjoyed one of the most varied and 
exciting wrestling communities in 
the world. Wrestlers of almost 
every type flourished in the state. 
Then came Funk. 
Almost single-handedly, he 
changed the face of Florida 
wrestling. All of a sudden, he was 
the main attraction, the man others 
had to beat. Everyone trained to 
confront Funk. By the time a 
match was arranged, Terry’s 


opponent was tense and just alittle 
bit scared. Funk took advantage of 
the situation. Some he only 
defeated. Others he sent to 
the hospital. 

That kind of devastation does 
something to a community. In 
wrestling, where everyone’s 
business is everyone else’s business, 
Funk’s reign of terror was the main 
concern of everyone. Training

geared to Funk. Even if you didn’t 
wrestle Funk, you wrestled 
someone who wrestled him.

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cold and gleeful at the same time. 
You hated that look and you 
feared that look. Something inside 
you said that to call yourself a man 
you had to confront that look 
in combat. 

“Funk drew people to wrestle 
him by some force I don’t under- 
stand. Beating Funk became the 
most important thing in everyone’s 
lives. I was talking about Funk 
with Steve Keirn. He said, ‘I’d sell 
my soul to beat Funk.’ We were 
silent for a moment, because we 
got scared. We realized Steve really 
meant it. 

“He wasn’t talking about a deal 
with the devil.

arena like a king about to be 
coronated. He ignored Flair until 
the bell sounded. Ric’s nervous- 
ness was evident. For the first 
time in his life, he was wrestling 
for more than Ric Flair. The 
mantle of hero felt uncomfortable. 
Once the bell rang, though, 
Flair was an avenger with a will. 
He rushed at Rogers with over- 
whelming power. It took all of 
Rogers’ veteran knowledge to 
withstand the assault. It was an 
awesome display of wrestling 
virtuosity and brutality. 
. The rules were forgotten but 
not in fits of rage. This was the 
most controlled, vicious 
cheating anyone had ever 
witnessed. The two men weren’t 
interested in winning. Each 
figured on being disqualified.

He suffered a neck 
injury that had him confined to 
the hospital for over a week. 
What suffered most, however, 
was his seemingly ever- 
optimistic view of the sport. 

“| was having a lot of doubts 
before that incident,” Woods 
said, “but | kept them to myself. 


‘This was the breaking point. It’s 


one thing to use treacherous 
tactics in the ring. That’s bad 
enough, but at least everything 
is happening right out there in 
front of you. When someone 
sneak-attacks you . . .oh, 
something must be done.” 

Woods knows what he has to 
do. Before he could bring Mr. 
Wrestling back, he must 
convincingly defeat both 
Rogers and Snuka. He has 
made this vow public, which 
brings out a very important 
question. 

Knowing the only chance that 


Woods will ever wear the mask 
again is if he defeats Rogers 
and Snuka, can’t the two rule- 
breakers simply refuse to 
wrestle him? There is 
absolutely nothing to stop them 
from doing this. These two are 
not driven by pride. When 
challenged, they could just as 
easily run as accept. It all 


depends on what they think 
would suit them best. 

And what would suit them 
more than Tim Woods never 
appearing as Mr. 
again? Nothing.
